cents.

found on all restenruiit table*. A small 
hole Is punched In the top and from 
this milk Is poured Into th» coffee or 
tea. Table d'hote meals are served for 
$1, "easily within the reach of all." 
While almost everything eaten at this 
meal Is of tbe "tinned" variety, the 
food Is very palatable.

In winter the mercury drops 
to 60 and 70 degrees below zero, and 
the ordinary eheruioiueter goes out of 
business aud a spirit instrument is 
used to register the degrees of cold. la 
midsummer it sometimes becomes so 
warm 
that the sluice boxes at the 


mlaes are worked at, night, wbjch is al- 
ways coo). Instead of during tiw day. 


Tbls can easily be done, as throughout 
the summer the sun comes ap befcve 
3 in the morning and goes out of sight- 
after 10 in tbe evening. The red glow 
remains all night, and one may read a 
newspaper by a window at midnight.

Hardships of His Trip to the Frozen 


'. 
North Briefly Summarized 


in a Dispatch from 


Sydney. 


New York.—In a special from Syd- 


ney, Nov» Scotia, the World gives 
some details of hardships endured by 
Commander Peary and his men in tho 
futile rush for the north pole. 


After reaching the most extreme 


Greenland settlement, it is 
stated, 


twenty Esquimaux and one hundred 
'dogs were secured and then, taking 
the ice, the steamer Roosevelt drifted 
on and steamed through the barrier 
.of 8^.27 degrees north, where winter 
quarters were taken up, being the far- 
thest'north winter quarters in the his- 
'tory of arctic exploration. 
•Arrangements to secure the ship 


and make all comfortable wore com- 
pleted by February 1, 1906, and on that 


» day Peary, with his Esquimaux and 
three teams of dogs, made his start 
'«for the pole. 
i Other parties also went 
out 
in 


charge of Captain Bartlet, Dr, Wolfe, 
iR. O. Maroin, J. Clarke and M. Ryan, 
- respectively. 
These were relief parties and they 


ware kept fifty miles apart. 


During the first part of the jaurney 


moderate weather prevailed and Peary 
made good speed. 
Before his return 
to his ship U7 days later, however, 
conditions changed and terrible suffer- 
ing from ^hunger and privation was 
endured. 
Undeterred, Peary pushed further 


forward into the arctic night until he 
reaohod 
the 
farthest 
point 
ever 


reached by man, 87,06 north latitude, 
within 1&3 miles of the pole. 


FOOD SUPPLY RUNS SHORT. 
Before he started on the return voy- 


age the food supply had almost given 
out. 
During hie return Peary en- 
countered a tierce snowstorm, which 
lasted a week and which drove the 
party out of its course. 
Peary immediately set out to recover 
his lost course, but before he succeed- 
ed hunger threatened to drive the 
Esquimaux mad, and Peary was com- 
pelled to kill some of his dogs. 


The commander enjoyed the luxury 


of dog meat equally as well as his 
Esquimaux, 
when Peary returned to 


the ship only three dog* out of sevea- 
tefc* remained, fouiteen having been 
eated.

Contact with the ice broke away two 


blades of her propeller and sternpost 
and also curried the foremast over- 
board and the jibboom and head gear 
were damaged. 


After vainly trying to reach Victoria 


Head, where food was stored, the 
Roosevelt, on September 16, continued 
the voyage south. 
A little fine weath- 


er followed and then another storm 
came on. The statement was made 
that if the ship had been less strongly 
constructed the expedition would have 
come to grief. 


After battling with the elements ten 


days Cape York was reached and then, 
coal having run short, an attempt was 
made to continue under sail. 
This 


failed. 
In October a hurricane started the 


jury rudder, which hud been rigged, 
and a few days later the rudder broke 
away and another had to be rigged, 
Hebron wa.s reached on October 11, 


whore some wood was secured, but this 
soon gavo out and fittings were used 
for fuel. 
At Hopedale, which was 


reached next, more wood and a few 
tons of coal were secured, the latter 
from 
the 
steamer Virginia Lake, 


through the kindness of Mr. Parsons, 
her captain. 


This coal enabled the Roosevelt, 


which hud now become so buttered 
that she could steam only four knots 
an hour, to reach itattle harbor. 
Peary brought back 300 musk ox and 


other skins, 
several 
domesticated 


wolves, ten Esquimaux dogs, a boat 
that was used in the polar expedition 
of 1872-73 and some cartridges brought 
by the same expedition. 
Peary's present plan is to take on 


coal when he reaches Sydney and sail 
at once for New York, 


He says he has not given up hope of 


reaching the pole, but his next pur 
pose is an exploration of Labrador. 
For this project he has already in his 
possession a model of a steamer which 
he will have built.

PANIC FOLLOWS AND 
MANY 


WOMEN FAINT 


Never Before in History of Church 


» Has Such a Dastardly Oc- 


currence Been Re- 


corded. 


Rome.—A bomb was exploded in St. 
Peter's when the edifice was crowded 
and an indescribable scene of confus- 
ion followed. There wore no fatalities. 


As soon us tho echoes of tho tremen- 


dous roar hud ceased a canon sought 
by reassuring words to quiet the 
people, but in vain. 
* 


They lied in all directions and a 


number of women fainted. 
Women 


and children screamed and men tried 
to protect their families in the crush. 


The church Is so large, however, that 


there was ample room for the crowd 
to scatter and no one was injured. 
No trace of the perpetrator of the 
deed has been found. 


Since Saint Anacleutun, who was 


ordained by Peter himself, erected in 
90 A. D., on tho site of tho preaont 
JJaallica to mark the spot where the 
remains of St. Peter are buried, no 
such dastardly occurrence is noted in 
the annals of tho church. 


The last mass had just been con- 


cluded when the explosion occurred 
and only one canon, who had not quite 
finished, remained at tho altar of St. 
Peter. This altar is at the end of the 
right aisle and it was near here the 
bornb had been placed. 


As the canon turned to blown tho 


communicants thero waa a tremendous 
roar which echoed through the lofty 
arches of the immense dome like a 
thunder clap. 


At the same time a dense smoke 


spread throughout this portion of the 
Basilica and a strong odor of gun- 
powder filled the air. Confusion and 
panic at once seized the people.

INTERFERING WITH FREEDOM OF TRADE. 


LIN'O In grain is supposed to be a com- 


petitive business, In which one man can en- 
gage as well as another, provided he has t 
necessary capital. 
Evidence brought out in 


recent hearings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Indicates that this suppo- 
sition is contrary to the facts of the situa- 


tion. 
One dealer told how he had been driven out of 


business by railroad discrimination in favor of a rival 
concern, 


I'e;-hap^ the most significant: testimony, however, was 


that of W. S. Warren, former president of the Chicago 
Hoard of Trac-e. 
Mr. Warren told the commission that 


ten years ago from 
l.-ji) to liOO grain merchants were 


regularly doing business on the board, whereas now there 
are but twenty-three. 
When aslced to what he attrib- 


uted the change, Mr. Warren replied, "To the fact that 
many men have been driven out of business by discrim- 
inations which the railroads have practiced in favor of 
certain large elevator companies." 


It is obvious that tho law Increasing the powers of 


the Interstate Commerce Commission for the purpose 
of enabling it to put an end to Just such abuses was 
passed none too soon, it should be equnly apparent that 
the successful enforcement of that law and the actual 
termination of such gross outrages as are described to 
the commission by reputable witnesses can alone prevent 
the adoption of more radical measures aimed at unfair 
railroads 
and 
their associate conspirators.—Chicago

SCHOOL STUDIES. 


BANK PLUNDERING. 


HE man who will deliberately abuse the 
trust reposed In him to'the extent of dissi- 
pating the hard earned savings of trusting 
people. Is a difficult character to analyze! 
He must be utterly devoid of moral sense, 
possess n conscience so calloused that It can- 
not distinguish between right and wrong, be 


selfish to a degree hardly to lie appreciated, or have pecu- 
liar Ideas In other directions hard to define. There Is 
something radically wrong with him, and pity It is that 
the fact Is not discovered he:ore his wrong doing is 
found our. 


The looting of tbe Milwaukee u venue bank of Chicago 


supplies an illustration of one or more of such charac- 
ters or of all of them combined. The more the affairs 
of that bank are Investigated, the more apparent does It 
become that Its officers and directors were nothing more 
than a private comblnatlonof gamblers who used the mon- 
ey of depositors for real estate speculation, market flyers, 
and horse race betting. 
Its papers contain fake notes, 


forgeries, records of plain stealing such as never before 
have been found in tbe vaults of u defunct Institution. 
These papers show thut the game was played with 
shrewdness, Indeed, so shrewdly as to deceive the bank 
examiners.

Hardships of His Trip to the Frozen 


North Briefly Summarized 


in a Dispatch from 


Sydney. 


New York.—In a special from 
Syd- 


ney, Nov1* Scotia, the World gives 
some details of hardships endured by 
Commander Peary and hiH men in tho 
futile rush for the north pole. 


After reaching the most extreme 


Cireenland settlement, it is stated, 
twenty Esquimaux and one hundred 
dogs were secured and then, taking 
the ice, the steamer Roosevelt drifted 
on and steamed through the barrier 
of 82.27 degrees north, where winter 
quarters were taken up, being the far- 
thest north winter quarters in the his- 
tory of arctic exploration. 


Arrangements to secure the ship 


and make all comfortable were com- 
pleted by February 7, 1906, and on that 
day Peary, with his Esquimaux and 
three teams of dogs, made his start 
for the pole. 


Other parties also went 
out 
in 


charge of Captain Bartlet, Dr. Wolfe, 
R. G. Maroin, J. Clarke and M, Ryan, 
respectively. 


These were relief parties and they' 


ware kept fifty miles apart. 


During the first part of the jaurney 


moderate weather prevailed and Peary 
made good speed. 
Before his return 


to his ship 117 days later, however, 
conditions changed and terrible suffer- 
ing from hunger and privation was 
«ndured. 


Undeterred, Peary pushed further 


forward into the arctic night until he 
reached 
the 
farthest 
point 
ever 


reached by man, 87.00 north latitude, 
within 158 milen of the pole. 


FOOD SUPPLY RUNS SHORT. 


Before he started on the return voy- 


age the food supply had almost given 
wilt. 
During his return Peary en- 


countered a tierce snowstorm, which 
lasted a, week and which drove the 
party out of its course. 


Peary immediately set out to recover 


his lost course, but before he succeed- 
ed hunger threatened to drive the 
Esquimaux mad, and Peary was com- 
pelled to kill some of his dogs. 


The commander enjoyed the luxury 


of dog meat equally as well as his 
Esquimaux. 
When Peary returned to 


the ship only three dogs out of seven- 
teen remained, fouiteen having been 
eatcd. Musk oxen and deer killed on 
the road by Esquimaux helped the 
famished men. 


Clarke, with one of the relief part- 


ies, also went astray and he was com- 
pelled to kill some of his dogs to pro- 
vide food. 
Clarke, it appears, was 


unable to find his way back, but Peary 
luckily came i cross his tracks and 
went to Clarke's rescue. 
Clarke, it 


is stated, has not yet recovered from 
his trying experience. 


One of the other relief parties also 


suffered, but all went through the 
ordeal with heroic fortitude. 
Ryan's 


party ran short of food and had to eat 
some of his clogs. 


While the attempt to reach tho polo 


was attended with great danger, the 
homeward passage was accomplished 
amid even greater peril. 
After 
get- 


ting out of the ice the party struggled 
on in boisterous weather. Storm fol- 
lowed 
storm 
with 
ever-increasing 


force. For sixty-eight days the steam- 
er was practically at the mercy of the 
waves and ice and in that time cov- 
ered only 200 miles. 
BLADES OF PROPELLER LOST. 


Contact with the ice broke away two 


blades of her propeller and sterupost 
and also carried the foremast over- 
board and the jibboom and head gear 
wero damaged. 


After vainly trying to reach Victoria 


Head, where food was stored, the 
Roosevelt, on September 1C, continued 
the voyage south. 
A little fine weath- 


T followed and then another storm 
camo on. The statement was made 
that if tho ship had been less strongly 
constructed the expedition would have 
come to grief. 


After battling with the elements ten 


days Cape York was reached and then, 
coal having run short, an attempt was 
made to continue under sail. 
This 
failed. 


In October a hurricane started tho 


jury rudder, which had been rigged 
and a few days later the rudder broke 
away and another had to be rigged. 


Hebron was reached on October 11, 


where Home wood was secured, but this 
soon gave out and fittings wero used 
for fuel. 
At Hope-dale, which was 


reached next, rnon; wood and a few 
tons of coal were secured, the latter 
from 
the 
steamer Virginia Luke, 


through the kindness of Mr. Parsons, 
her captain. 


This coal e-nabled the 
Roosevelt, 


which had now become so battered 
that she could steam only four knots 
an hour, to reach Jtottle harbor. 


Peary brought back .'500 muhk ox and 


other 
skins, 
suveral 
domcHticutcd 


wolves, ten Esquimaux dogs, a boat 
that was used in tho polar expedition 
of 1872-7:5 and Home cartridges brought 
by the sarn« expedition. 


Peary'H present plan is to take on 


coal when he reaches Sydney and nail 
at once for New York. 


He says he has not given up hope of 


reaching the pole, but his next pur 
pose is an exploration of Labrador. 
For this project he haa already in hiH 
possession a model of a steamer which 
he will have built.
